There is nothing like Christ's cross 
to interpret God's love." 


Dr. Wentz's Message 


Doctor Greiss referred to his own 


experiences in nearly a half cen- 
tury of preaching as he urged the 
graduating class to use "the pow- 
er of the gospel" In their Chris- 
tian ministry. 


After the presentation of degrees 


Doctor Wentz addressed the grad- 
uating class briefly stating that 
within a few days their members 
will have been more widely scatter- 
ed than most seminary classes — 
some going along the eastern sea- 
board, some to the middlewest and 
some to the Pacific coast. He ex-

awarded her son. Sgt. Wayne G. 
Sprecher, lost in action in the 
Pacific theater. 


The 
medal 
was given Mrs. 


Sprecher by Lt. Col. Willis P. 
Daniels, of the Adjutant General's 
office, Middletown, at an educational 
meeting held at the court house for 
men about to be inducted into the 
armed forces from Adams county. 


A color guard of the local Ameri- 


can.Legion stood at attention flank- 
ing "the center of the court room 
as Colonel Daniels presented Mrs. 
Sprecher with the award and read 
the citation accompanying it. 


Special Citation 


The medal was given for meri- 


torious achievement while partici- 
pating in an aerial flight on March 
3, 1943, according to the citation, 
which added, "A flight of two B-17's 
participated in a bombing mission 
against a convoy of enemy warships 
and cargo vessels. The crews made 
the bombing runs at an altitude of 
7.000 feet through intense anti- 
aircraft fire from the protecting 
warships. 
Despite all this, two 


direct hits were scored with 1,000- 
pound bombs from the first plane 
and almost simultaneously two more 
hits were scored by the second plane. 
The vessel appeared to burst into 
pieces and sank in five minutes. 
The B-17s were then attacked by five 
Zeros which were successfully re- 
pulsed by the gunners. The de- 
termination and bravery displayed 
during the attack is in keeping with 
the finest traditions of the service." 


Sergeant Sprecher was an aerial 


gunner in one of the two B-17's 
mentioned in the citation, and was 
apparently killed on one of his next 
few missions according to word re- 
ceived here by the parents. The 
citation was signed by Brig. Gen. 
Robert H. Dunlop, acting, the Adju- 
tant General.

July 26, 1941, and was a member of 
an air combat crew in the south- 
west Pacific. On April 2, 1943, his 
parents received word that he was 
"missing in action." 


Now missing for a year, the War 


Department has listed him" as pre- 
sumed dead.

BUYING BRISK AT 
FARMERS' MART 
THIS MORNING 


Buying was brisk at the Farmers' 


Market this morning with stands 
well-filled with the* widest assort- 
ment of spring offerings yet seen 
at market here this season. Some 
of the new products were available 
only in limited quantities and dis- 
appeared in the first hour or two 
of shopping. 


The first spring onions, lettuce, 


asparagus, rhubarb and dozens of 
types of cut and potted flowers 
proved to be the chief attractions. 


The onions sold for five cents a 


bunch. Lettuce was 15 cents a quart 
box. 
Rhubarb was 10 and 13 cents 


a bunch and two bunches for 25 
cents. 
Asparagus brought 25 and 


30-cents a bunch at most stands. 
The demand was greater than the 
supply of any of the greens. Water- 
cress was plentiful at eight cents 
a quart and two quarts for 15 cents. 
Spearmint stalks were 10 cents a 
bunch. 


Quantities of Flowers 


Quantities of tulips, white and 


purple lilacs, columbine, iris, violets, 
snowballs and several types of spirea 
were on sale. One stand had Moth- 
er's Day corsages of violets and 
lilies of the valley at 10 cents each. 
Blooming pansy plants were on sale 
at 30 cents a half dozen. 


Cabbage plants were 15 cents a 


dozen at most stands. 
Tomato 


plants were scarce but at one stand 
transplanted stalks already in blos- 
som were on sale at eight cents 
each. 
Cauliflower plants were 25 


cents a dozen. 


Price Of Fryers Up 


Fryers sold ,at 60 cents a pound, 


a one-cent increase over the top 
price for the last month or more 
and farmers said promised increases 
in the OPA ceiling prices soon will 
add several more cents to the rate 
per pound. Egg prices ranged from 
30 to 34 cents a dozen. Home-cured 
bacon was 40 cents a pound and 
ham was 60 cents. 


Potatoes brought 15 cents a quar- 


ter peck and 30 cents a half peck 
at some stands while spuds could 
be had at $1.95 a bushel. A few 
stands offered storage apples at 30 
cents a quarter peck. 


Another. Tuesday market session 


will be held next week and on 
through the summer with Thursday 
sessions scheduled to open with the 
arrival of the berry season.

Allied Headquarters, Naples, May 13 (AP)—Allied troops 


deepened their penetrations of German positions at some 
points and beat off fierce German counter-attacks in other 
sectors today as a great battle raged along the 25-mile 
front from Cassino to the Tyrrhenian sea in the second day 
of the new all-out Italian offensive. 


American Fifth Army troops attacking through the upper 


Garigliano valley captured the town of Ventosa in severe 
fighting and drove the enemy from his strong points on 
Damiano hill and Hill 316 to the west and southwest of 
Castelforte. 


The capture of Ventosa disclosed that the Americans had 


punched ahead at least one and a half miles from the jump- 
ing off of the offensive in that area. 


Anzio Beachhead Is Quiet 


Other American troops advanced one mile and with the 


support of tanks routed the Nazis from the town of Cercobi, 
a mile south of Damiona hill.

NIPPON THREAT 
IN CHINA VEERS 
TO CHUNGKING 


.

Japan's large-scale offensive in 


China, turning ominously in' the di- 
rection of Chungking; dwarfed all 
other operations in the Asiatic- 
Pacific theater today (Saturday). 


Loyang,* some 500 • airline miles 


northeast of the wartime capital, 
was besieged from three sides. The 
Japanese cut the Lunghai railroad 
48 miles east of Loyang. blocking 
a main retreat route for thousands 
of Chinese defending the city. 


Another en^my force was within 


five miles of the north Honan' rail 
junction, which is a gateway to- 
ward the mountain passes through 
which Chungking can be reached. 
A third force striking from the east! 
was about 15 miles "away. 


Prom the German radio came a 


"Shanghai report" that Lushan, 60 
miles south • of Loyang, had been 
occupied by the enemy. If true, this 
advance would signify-expansion of 
the Japanese hold on the Hankow- 
Peiping railway. 


Allied Threat 


Another Japanese force "stabbed to 


within 10 or 12 miles of Sunghsien, 
45 miles southwest—toward Chung- 
king—of Loyang. 


These offensives put the Japanese 


well below'the Yellow river for the 
first time since 1938 and in position 
to gamble on knocking China out 
of the war before the Allies can 
gain coastal China as a base for 
attacking Japan's home islands. 


The Japanese were worried, how- 


ever, foreseeing a probable American 
offensive sprung from the Aleutians. 
A Tokyo commentator said the 
Kurile islands were being prepared 
for such an onslaught. 
, 


In India Allied air forces gave 


strong support to British troops 
striving to wipe out Japanese lodged 
near Kohima, border city which 
guards a supply line to Lt. Gen. 
Joseph Stilwell's troops in Burma. 


Air forces in the Pacific widened 


the scope of their unrelenting as- 
saults. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 


in the southwest Pacific, and Adm. 
Chester W. Nimitz, in the central 
Pacific, commenced a shuttle bomb- 
ing of Truk with three strikes, in 
four days from the alternate thea- 
ters.

plomatic officials here expect that 
the great American-built air base 
at Bermuda eventually will be made

use now is prohibited by the 99- 
year lease under which Britain made 
the area available to this country. 


Similar internationalization also

99-year bases. The whole question 
probably will be settled as part of 
the aviation conferences, scheduled 
to be held here -later this year.

I saw 
a master cylinder tocay that was so 
badly corroded by inferior fluid that 
it could not be re-used even after 
careful honing. An entire new mas- 
ter cylinder assembly had to be in- 
stalled, the parts alone costing $5.50. 
Eventually, too. the owner will need 
to have the brake cylinders re- 
placed, for what eats into the mas- 
ter cylinder's innards will destroy 
the efficiency of-tht. individual wheel 
cylinders as well. Incidentally, it is 
best to let this further trouble take 
its course., Cylinders leak gradually, 
giving you ample warning of need 
for replacing them. 


Tip-Off on Trouble 


I have an interesting inquiry from 


a reader and believe that it is de- 
serving of a special paragraph be- 
cause it touches on a subject that 
bothers many a driver. He simply 
wants to know now he can tell 
whether the engine is refusing to 
start because it is flooded or be- 
cause the carburetor float chamber 
is dry. but it represents a mighty 
big question mark for many a puz- 
zled operator. Oddly enough, it is 
easy to differentiate between these 
two conditions. Simply note if there 
is smell of gasoline at the exHaust. 
An overchoked, flooded engine will 
cause its exhaust to emit 
strong 


smell of fuel during the cranking 
process-. Another tip-off is the fact 
that during the cranking there may 
be feeble attempts a; starting. With 
no fuel in the float bowl there is no 
exhaust smell, and no signs of en- 
gme activity whatever. 


You may think you are favoring 


the engine alone Wlien you give it 
a chance to warm up a bit before 
starting out but in addition you are 
sparing the drive line, universals 
and.rear end a lot or abuse. When 
an engine misses or 
jerks 
the 


driver line is unnecessarily punish- 
ed. ' 


Your car is eas:er to stop as it 


slows down. Tins may seem trite, 
and youll probably say that you've 
always known it. Actually, however, 
you'll find that your natural ten- 
dency is to forget the rule com- 
pletely in an emergency and that 
you'll cress harder on the brakes as 
you approach the danger even if 
the car's speed has been sharply 
curbed.

Tell How To Send 


Shoes Overseas 


In answer to many inquiries, the 


Harrisburg district OPA office today 
outlined the procedure to be fol- 
lowed in ordering shoes for mem- 
bers of the armed forces outside of 
the United States. 


Any person in possession of a re- 


quest lor slices from a member of 
the armed forces stationed outside 


I United States^does not have to sur- 
render a ration stamp to the dealer. 
He or she merely places an order 
with a dealer to ship the shoes out 
of the country and has no further 
responsibility in the transaction. 
(Postal authorities require a letter 
of request before accepting a pack- 
age for overseas mailing). 
The 


dealer who receives the order mails 
the shoes to the APO or fleet post 
office address and obtains proof of 
such mailing from the post office.
